Jules Roche said recently In the 
French chamber of dep uties that the 
war has cost Europ e 19 4,000,000,(XK) 
francs ($38,800,000,000), that France’s 
share of this has been 26,000,000,000 
francs ($5,200,000,000) and that her en­ 
emies have sp ent 47.000,000.000 francs, 
or $9 ,400,000,000. 
These figures were mentioned In the 
course of the debate on the granting of 
a three months’ credit on the budget 
account for the first six months of 
19 10. 
The chamber voted the credits 
ask ed for. 
There %vas only one dis­ 
senting voice. 
M. Iiibot, the minister of finance, said 
that the exp endltures for France at 
the beginning of the war had been 
$300,000.000 a month, but that they 
had Increased to $420,000.000 a month. 
He mentioned the recent French na 
tlonal loan and said that subscrip tions 
to this loan from London alone amount­ 
ed to $ 120.000,(MX).

The nation’s harvests this year have 
su rpassed any ever before recorded 
The valu e of the principal farm crops, 
based on prices paid to farm ers Dec. 1, 
was annou nced by the departm ent of 
agricu ltu re in its final estim ate as $5,- 
568,773,000, mak ing 1915 a banner year 
l» oth in valu e and in produ ction of 
crops. 
The u nu su al situ ation of extraordi­ 
nary produ ction nnd high prices, prob­ 
ably never before so pronou nced, is 
credited principally to the Eu ropean 
war. 
With the price of grain soaring as 
the w ar progressed American farm ers 
began the season by planting greater 
areas to grain. 
The acreage of the 
principal crops this year aggregated ap­ 
proximately 486,570 sq u are miles. That 
is larger than the combined area of 
Germu ny and Au stria-llu ngary. 


Seco nd La rg est Co rn Cro p. 
Corn 
was 
planted on 
108,321,000 
acres, the second largest area ever 
planted, and the harvest was 3,054,533,- 
000 bu shels, the second largest crop 
ever grown. 
Its valu e was $1,755,859,- 
000, exceeding that of the previou s 
most valu able corn crop by $33,(M >0,000. 
New records were made In produ c­ 
tion by wheat, oats, barley, rye. sweet 
potatoes, rice and hay, while tobacco 
closely approached its produ ction rec­ 
ord. 
1,103,415,000 pou nds, 
made 
in 
1910. 
Each of these crops in addition 
established records as being the most 
valu able ever grown, except in the 
case of barley and tobacco. 
Produ ction of the first billion bu shel 
wheat crop and the second 3,000,000,-

59.893.000 acres, or 6,000,000 more than

before.

bu shels an acre, the largest acre yield 
for winter and spring wheat combined 
ever attained in the United States.

$930,302,000. 
The crop exceeded last 
year's, which was n record, by more 
than 120,000.000 bu shels and by $50.- 
000,000 In valu e.

Oats exceeded Its record pro­ 
du ction of 1912 by 122,000,000 bu shels

Barley produ ction was 13,- 
000,004) bu shels more than the 1912 
record crop and was worth $4,000,000 
more than the former most valu able 
crop, grown in 1914. 
Rice passed the 
1913 record by 3,200,000 bu shels and 
its 1912 record valu e by $1,700,000. 
Sweet potatoes exceeded by 14,000.
